Are Ready, But- 


Six chimpanzees are a source 
of dissent and some embarrass- 
ment to our harassed Mercury 


program. The 
chimps are in 
final training 
at Holloman Air 
Force Base, New 
~ Mexico, for Mer- 
‘“@cury orbital 
flights. The plan 
was to send 
three together, 
each trained to 
©. perform certain 
‘tei mechanical  op- 
erations. Each, of course, would 
be strapped to space flight 
couches and would have attached 
the same data-providing instrt- 
ments worn by space men. The 
animals were scheduled to pre- 
cede a manned flight about earth. 


Now there 1s tremendous pres- 
sure, public and private, to elimi- 
nate the chimpanzees. 


This could be a bit of folly. 


Some of our serious thinkers 
say that to put the happy-grinning- 
cheerful chimps in flight after the 
Soviets have sent two men sep- 
arately about the globe would sub- 
ject us to ribald laughter and rid- 
icule. They picture a whole world 
holding its sides and shaking in 
the manner of St. Nick in the 
Christmas poem. 


They also anticipate Mr. Khru- 
shchev issuing a statement sav- 
ing that the United States hasn't 
the men to make an earth-gir- 
dling flight and sending congratu- 
lations to the chimps. The astro- 
nauts themselves are _ reported 
urging that the animals be elimi- 
nated and things made ready for 
man. 


Mercury Capsule 


It is expected that a decision 
to wash out the chimp orbit will 
be made after the Mercury-Atlas 
flight which now may be expect- 
ed almost any day. It will, it is 
hoped, put an unmanned Mercury 
capsule once in orbit. 


Such a test is necessary to de- 
termine whether the enlarged 
Mercury capsule can withstand 
the longer period of re-entry heat. 
This heat attains a_ state of 
2,000 degrees, and re-entry after 
an earth orbit will be eight times 
longer than that experienced by 
Astronauts Shepard and Grissom 
on their suborbital journeys. A 
single pass about the earth lasts 
roughly 10 times as long as those 
of the two flights made from Ca- 
naveral. 


The business of washing out 
the chimps because someone 
might laugh is an understandable 
reaction, but it does not make 
too much sense. If such an ex- 
perience is desirable we shouid 
go ahead with it, no matter how 
much the critics would make 
of it. 


The Soviets began with the 
larger, more powerful engines. 
They are well ahead of us. We 
have a wider variety of missiles, 
and are well able to take care 
of ourselves from a military point 
of view. 


There is no need to sell our- 
selves short. What we do need 
to do is honestly face the fact 
that in the space race we are 
behind in testing and develop- 
ment. We should use the chimps 
if it makes sense to do so, or if 
the unmanned flight indicates the 
need for data which such an orbit 
would provide. 


Critical Shot 


The unmanned shot is a critical 
one for us. If it succeeds, then 
we almost surely will try to orbit 
a man not later than December. 
If it fails, then it will be well into 
1962 before an American can be 
put into flight about earth. If it 
succeeds, then the plan is to go 
ahead with one or two more, also 
unmanned. One of these was 
scheduled to carry the chimps. 
Laughter may ban them. This is 
not good thinking. What we are 
after is the last laugh. 


Our experts fret about the At- 
las. It has failed in three or four 
previous tests. Each time the 
flaw was a small one, impossible 
to detect. The wonder is that any 
missile functions, requiring as it 
does the perfect operation of 
thousands of precision compo- 
nents, many of them minute, all 
of them complex. The failures 
each provide information which 
makes corrections possible. 


The Atlas booster now produces 
a thrust of 360,000 pounds. Should 
it fail in the upcoming test, di- 
rectors of the Mercury project 
would have to try once more or 
switch to the Titan, a more pow 
erful intercontinental missile. But 
this would certainly postpone any 
real chance at a manned orbit 
into 1963. Hence, the great hope 
the Atlas will, after what has 
been learned in three failures, 
prove itself to be a reliable work- 
horse in space.

Dr. J. Lloyd Trump in his booklet “‘Image of the Future’’ sug- 
gests for modern schools a design by which 40 per cent of the 
school day would be for large groups that teachers would lecture 
or demonstrate to, 20 per cent for small discussion groups in which 
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the students might sit around with their minds unbuttoned and dis- 
cuss their ideas about the subject, and 40 per cent for lonesome 
learning, that which the student would do on his own. 


If you are going to study responsibly and independently, you 
have to have tools and techniques. 


What would a doctor do without a stethoscope, a scalpel and a 
thermometer? Think how inadequate a farmer would be without a

plow_or_a tractor and a carpenter without a hammer and saw. You 
need learning tools and rules if you are going to make the most of 
your mind and get good grades in school. 


Dr. James B. Conant, former president of Harvard, who has 
been studying American schools, recommends at least 15 hours of 


homework a week. That’s three hours a school night. If you skip 


Friday for the game or a date you must spread your homework 
over the weekend. You can stuff still more studying into the little 
cracks of time you couid find in any day of your life if you looked 
for them: riding the bus, waiting for the dentist, meeting your date.

Poland 
Mobilizing 
For Crisis

WARSAW—Wladyslaw Gomulka, 
the Communist chief of Poland, 
announced Sunday what appeared 
to be the partial mobilization of 
the Polish armed forces. 


The first secretary of the Polish 
United Workers (Communist) 
Party told a rain-soaked crowd 
of 60,000 that Poland had joined 
its Warsaw Pact partners in 
“raising the combat readiness of 
the Polish army.” 


Troop units and transports of 
arms were already on the move, 
he said, and “‘you will see many 
more.” 


CALLUP OF RESERVES 

The partial mobilization, which 
has been imminent for the past 
10 days, seems to involve a freez- 
ing of servicemen already in uni- 
form, the callup of many reserves 
and a radical stepup in field 
training. 


So far there has been no hard 
evidence of army units leaving 
their garrisons to deploy in battle 
order. 


An informed guess here is that 
Gomulka’s reference to troops on 
the move pointed to a crash 
schedule of combat training 
rather than field mobilization.

Actor Leo Carrillo 
Dies of Cancer 


SANTA MONICA, Calif. (?) — Leo Carrillo, a 
movie star for three decades who made his biggest hit 
as the lovable Pancho of television’s Cisco Kid series, 
died Sunday of cancer. He was 81. 


The end came at the Mexican- 
style ranch house where Carrillo 
had lived with his daughter, An- 
toinette. His wife, Edith, died in 
1953 after 40 years of marriage. 


Carrillo had been in a coma 
for several days and his phy- 
sician, Dr. Albert Kosky, said he 
passed away peacefully. 


He had battled the encroaching 
disease for years since he was 
first operated on. He spent 3% 
hours in surgery in’ September 
1959. 

Born in Los Angeles, Carrillo 
was a newspaper cartoonist before 
turning actor in his early 20s. He 
played in vaudeville, toured with 
stock companies and appeared on 
Broadway before he turned to 
Hollywood and movie roles. 


In early years he specialized in 
Spanish and Italian roles, but 
finally became typed as a hard- 
riding Spaniard of the border 
days.

Paar fired off his side of the 
story in an interview in Berlin 
with Eleanor Harris, a_ writer 
traveling with Paar for Look mag- 
azine. The interview was _ pub- 
lished Sunday by the New York 
Herald Tribune. 


“This is the same old story of 
newspapers attacking TV,’’ Paar 
said, adding: “I’m not surprised 
that they make up news, but I 
am surprised to hear that sena- 
tors spent 30 minutes Friday 
discussing this matter solely on 
the report of one reporter. 


“Why? Perhaps an answer is, 
as one of the members of our 
group said, senators like publicity 
just like anyone else—and nothing 
would please them more than con- 
ducting a headlining investigation 
of me.”’ 


The Army removed one officer 
—Lt. Col. Dallas Hoadley of Balti- 
more—from his post for ‘‘impro- 
per performance of duty’ and 
admonished a second—Col. J. R.

Paar was quoted as saying the 
Army has been working in cooper- 
ation with many other television 
shows in the past few months in 
Berlin.

But once Thurmond and Ful- 
bright got into a public hullaba- 
loo, only one way out was left. 
This was to let Russell and Sten- 
nis move in. They won’t “white- 
wash” anything. They won't hide 
anything. But, depend upon it, 
they (and such conservative Re- 
publican associates as Sen. Lev- 
erett Saltonstall of Massachu- 
setts) will put a stop to this mess. 

They will calmly and effective- 
ly settle it, away from spotlights 
and headlines, in a way fair to 
both sides and, above all, to pre- 
vent throwing the whole military 
establishment into a destructive 
and useless row.

HIGHLINE: There will always 
be a demand for unskilled labor, 


will be no such shortage, if the 
construction rate of the past few 
years is continued.

Generally speaking, teachers’ 
Salaries are high enough, quite 
high, indeed, considering that the 
recipients are the educationist 
graduates of the professional 
schools of methodology which, re- 
gardless of their own high self- 
estimates, are the real blight on 
the academic !andscape. And what 
I have just said touches on the 
actual problems of moral decay 
and intellectual stagnation which 
infest our public schools. Why 
give large salaries (or much re- 
spect) to teachers trained ex- 
haustively in method but quite un- 
intensively in subject matter, who 
are materialistically, not intellec- 
tually inclined, whose deepest 
draught of literature comes when 
they read Time magazine? 

The conservative opinion (Rus- 
sell Kirk, National Review, Sen. 
Goldwater) is that federal aid is 
very definitely a potential cor- 
ruptor of the sense of responsi- 
bility. But this aside, how will 
that admittedly corrupt local self- 
interest be cured by federal aid? 
Perhaps it exists mainly in the 
older members of the citizenry 
and can be expected to die out 
shortly. But can the children be 
brought up under a _ paternalis- 
tic federal government which 
seems to dole out money in pro- 
portion to sloth-induced indigence 
and yet retain any sense of re- 
sponsibility? One of my colleagues 
likes to refer jestingly to such 
schemes of his as this with the 
phrase ‘‘dewy-eyed socialism.”’ I 
heartily agree with him, but not 
in jest. 

The problems of the public 
schools of this nation are poor ed- 
ucational philosophy and practice, 
and the corruption of local school 
boards. In the fight over federal 
aid, however, the first is lost sight 
of and the second is given an un- 
proportionate degree of attention. 
The conservative offers the follow- 
ing solution. 

In order to raise the standards 
of inferior school systems pres- 


sure must be put on them by re- 
fusing to admit their graduates, 
assuming that they prove to be 
inferior, to any institution of high- 
er learning, or admitting them 
only under the provision that they 
do intensive remedial work, 
whereafter, should they still fail 
to measure up to the regular ad- 
mission standards, they would be 
refused admittance. In short, the 
universities need to raise their 
standards and must refuse to tol- 
erate inferior students. I must, 
at this point, grant that persuad- 
ing the universities and the legis- 
latures to do this presents no 
small problems. Where federal 
aid, however, would merely sub- 
sidize corruption and self-interest, 
the raising of the university stand- 
ards would force local improve- 
ments. Local improvement would 
mean forcing the teachers’ col- 
leges and the schools of educa- 
tion to produce teachers who 
could meet stricter qualifications, 
qualifications which would be met 
only by taking more subject mat- 
ter courses and fewer profession- 
al courses. Am I too hopeful in 
presuming that teachers of such 
improved quality could command 
the salaries which they would de- 
serve, salaries which would have 
to be paid by local citizens? 

Some children will admittedly 
suffer under such a revision of 
our schools. But the improvement 
which the conservative envisions 
would, within no great period of 
time, genuinely improve the 
schools, to the profit of all the 
students, while federal aid would 
I fear, have the effect of extend- 
ing the present inferior, educaton- 
ist-dominated system.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UPI)—The 
Southern Education Reporting 
Service said Sunday that new de- 


segregation policies took effect in 
=f Southern school districts this 


In its monthly publication, 
“Southern School News,”’ SERS 
said no Negroes had applied for 
admission to mixed classes in two 
of the newly-integrated districts. 


The Elizabethton and Washing- 
ton County systems in East Ten- 
nessee voluntarily integrated their 
first grades this fall under the 
grade-a-year plan but no Negroes 
appplied for admission to the in- 
tegrated classes. 


These two systems were among 
four which voluntarily started the 
grade-a-year plan this fall. The 
Johnson City and Kingsport sys- 
tems also started a stair-step plan 
of integration. 


SERS say there are now 810 sys- 
temes in 14 southern states and 
the District of Columbia which 
have desegregated their schools in 
practice or in principle. 


Only three Southern states— 
Alabama, Mississippi, and South 
Carolina—continue to have com- 
plete segregation of all levels of 
public education. 


Of the 29 newly-desegregated 
districts, only eight are mixing 
classes under court order. The 
other 21 are desegregating their 
schools voluntarily.

had to push by in single file to 
get in or out. 


The crowd at first was quiet 
and expectant, many not having 
heard of the cancellation; then 
here and there people began to 
call out, and soon the shouting 
was continuous and so loud that, 
when youths climbed into the bel- 
frey and rang the bells, they were 
barely heard. 


“Cuba si, Russia no,’”’ was one 
slogan. ‘‘Libertad’’ was called 
out and taken up in a thundering 
five-minute chant. “Down with 
communism,’ was another shout- 
ed slogan. ‘“‘Viva Christa,”’ was 
another. 


A young man in shirt sleeves 
spied a friend in the crowd and 
embraced him. ‘‘How many peo- 
ple there are here!’’ he cried out.

Twenty youths, some white and 
some Negro, were standing on a 
truck.

Early in the demonstration, the 
crowds twice pressed themselves 
onto the narrow sidewalks as po- 
lice cars raced through the streets 
with blaring sirens.

What about techniques, rules, 
ways of studying? 


Try these: 


1. Begin with enthusiasm. The 
sooner you start enthusiastically 
and energetically on a _ sensible 
study program, the better. 


2. Have a time schedule and 
stick to it. Set from 7:30 to 10:30 
p.m. for studying, start at 7:30. 
Don’t dilly-dally by calling Suzy 
on the phone, walking around the 
block again, or going back to see 
what’s in the refrigerator.

Delco Radio, Chicago—the latter 
represented by the International 
Union of Electrical Workers. 


The federal government was 
keeping a close watch on the 
plant. negotiations. William E. 
Simkin, head of the Federal Me- 
diation Service, was in Detroit 
and said he was in hourly touch 
with chief union and company ne- 
gotiators. 


Asked if he anticipated any 
government move to extend the 
deadline, Simkin answered, ‘“‘not 
at this time.” 

Simkin last month got both 
sides to extend their original con- 
tract from Aug. 31 to Sept. 6. 

When Sept. 6 passed without 
full accord, GM and the UAW 
voluntarily extended the contract 
again to Sept. 11 to wrap up 
plant issues. But there will be no 
new extension past Monday, Reu- 
ther said, because ‘“‘we have 


made it clear that this is the last 
deadline. 


Seaton said 14 plants reached 
accord early Sunday. But that 
made the total local plants which 
have settled issues about 25, with 
some 100 still trying to settle. 


The GM executive said more 
settlements could be expected 
through the rest of the weekend.

His relief from command and 
assignment to Heidelberg were 
ordered by the Pentagon before 
the investigation ordered by Gen. 
Clarke was completed. The in- 
vestigation was made by Lt. Gen. 
Frederick J. Brown, formerly a 
corps commander in Germany, 
now in command of Allied land 
forces, Southeastern Europe. Gen. 
Brown, at Gen. Clarke’s direction, 
acted as an inspector general to 
determine the facts in the case. 


The voluminous report and its 
conclusions have been the sub- 
ject of testimony by Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara to 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee in the past few days. On 
McNamara’s direction, the report 
is to be declassified and turned 
over to the Senate committee 
tomorrow, an action that officers 
Said was unprecedented. 

Gen. Walker has been beseiged 
by telephone calls from Europe 
and the United States in the past 
few days since McNamara’s testi- 
mony.

Happy Children Skip Along 
With Danger a Step Behind 


By FRANK WELLS 


The three o'clock bell pops the 
cork and the champagne of 
youth comes bubbling out of the 


friends and are there to help 
them.”

Georgia. 


Some start walking home—but | 
many run, and jump, and shove, 
and generally play boisterously 
down the sidewalks.

But all walk into danger when 
they walk down the steps of the 
school building — exuberant over 
freedom and with youth’s careless 
disregard of the danger. 


Last year throughout the coun- | 
try 4,700 children were killed and 
220,000 injured in all sorts of traf- 
fic accidents—not all of them in- 
volved in the trip to or from 
school, of course, but this is the 
twice-daily concentration that 
produces the most danger. 

“People still drive too fast 
through school zones,” DeKalb 
County policewoman Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Letson said just before the 
afternoon rush of children from 
Knollwood School reached her 
busy corner at Columbia and San- 
ta Monica drives 
DRIVERS RUSH ON 

“They don’t want to stop on this 
busy street. One woman came on 
through this morning, but she’ll 
get a stiff talking to and she won’t 
do it again.”’ 


The school patrolmen are a big | 


help, Mrs. Letson said. ‘They 
keep the children from pushing 
each other into the street at the 
corner.” 


As she talked, two seventh-grade 
boys stood with arms outstretched, 
keeping the younger children back 
on curb. 

The bright clothes and bright 
faces of the children kept pouring 
up the sidewalk to Columbia— 
where the sidewalk ended. ‘‘I hope 
they'll put a sidewalk on this 
street when they widen it,’’"Mrs. 
Letson said. “You can see how 
busy it is.” 

Mrs. Letson stood out in the 
middle of the street and directed 
traffic with very definite motions 
of her white-gloved hands. 


After the child traffic slowed 
up a bit, Mrs. Letson gave some 
good safety rules for those walk- 
ing to and from school.

The shift was seen as opening the way for solution of Israel's 


cabinet-forming deadlock. 


This became known after a meeting of the Mapai secretariat 
which followed Ben-Gurion's dramatic refusal last week to ac- 
cept a mandate to form a new government. 


However, Ben-Gurion was said to be adamant on his de- 
mand a coalition cabinet act as a united body and that its meet» 


ings be made secret by law. 


Mapai holds 42 seats in the Knesset (parliament) elected 


Aug. 


15. The four parties which could join a coalition cabinet 


hold a total of 46 seats but their leaders have insisted they will 
not let Mapai have a majority of posts in a Ben-Gurion cabinet. 


Iran will be the next East-West 
flashpoint and expect the crisis 
here to heat up if and when the 
Berlin dispute is ended. Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev him- 
self has predicted a Communist 
revolution in this Mideastern 
country.
